DOG LICENSES 


Vermont statutes require that a person who owns or 
harbors a dog more than four months old shall annually on 
or before April 1 cause it to be registered and licensed in 
the office of the clerk of the town wherein such dog is kept, 
and shall cause it to wear a collar, and attach thereto a 
license tag issued by the town clerk. 


A person may not obtain a license for a dog unless he 
delivers to the town clerk a certificate or a certified copy 
thereof signed by a duly licensed veterinarian, stating that, 
the dog has been vaccinated against rabies within thirty 
months and unless the person certifies that the dog de- 
scribed in the certificate is the dog to be licensed. The town 
clerk shall keep the certificates on file. 


Rabies vaccination certificates for dogs registered are on 
file in the town clerk’s office. Check your 1972 license which 
gives the date of the dog’s innoculation. If the date is prior 
to October 1, 1973 your dog will need a new rabies vac- 
' cination before a 1976 license can be issued. Unless a valid 
certificate is already on file, you must present a rabies 
certificate when you apply for your 1976 license.

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PAWLET PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


The opening of the Pawlet Public Library in its new 
room was celebrated with an open house in April. A second 
open house was held in May in connection with the Bicen- 
tennial Celebration. 


By meeting the Vermont state standards for libraries, 
which included hiring a librarian and installing a telephone, 
we were awarded a state grant. This money was used to 
purchase a typewriter, a cassette player and cassettes of 
children’s stories. A Return Book drop and enlargement of 
the record storage facilities are planned with the balance 
of this money. 


The circulation of books, records and magazines has 
doubled in the past year. Under Dawn Clark’s supervision a 
successful Children’s Story Hour was held this summer. At 
present we are working on a plan to make the library more 
accessible to the West Pawlet children. 

We wish to thank the volunteers who work in the li- 
brary and the Friends of the Library for their continued 
support. We also thank all those who contributed books, 
records, magazines and paintings to the library .Some of 
these donations were memorial gifts. 


Our financial statement indicates a cash balance. This 
money has been set aside to meet library expenses until tax 
collection time. A budget of $1,500.00 has been proposed for 
the library in 1976. Half of this would be used to pay the 
librarian’s salary, the balance would be: used for the pur- 
chase of new books and additional operating expenses. There 
fore we are asking for $1,000.00 from revenue sharing funds 
in addition to the $500.00 in town funds. To keep the library 
growing and have it continue to serve our community we 
need your support.

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PAWLET SCHOOL BOARD COMMENTS 


In explanation of the school district warning and bud- 
get, we have the following comments. 


Some areas of the budget were over expended primarily 
due to the rising cost of living. Increases in the 1976 budget 
are primarily in the areas of out of state tuition (because 
of the extra large 6th grade class), transportation and 
‘ttilities, 


The Food Service Program is not as economical as we 
had anticipated. We feel a program run from October to 
April as opposed to the full year, is more practical for our 
schools. Article No. 7 in the warning, if passed, permits us 
to do this and still receive state aid reimbursement. 


We have again asked for Revenue Sharing Funds. These 
monies will be use to replace the boiler in the West Pawlet 
School, repair the roof and replace eaves trough on the 
Pawlet School, painting the outsides of both schools, and 
putting lights in the auditorium in West Pawlet. 


A warning has been included regarding the initiation 
of a kindergarten program in the Pawlet schools. The cost 
of such a program has been estimated on a full school year 
basis and that amount which we estimated would be needed 
for the period of September to January has been included 
in the article to be voted upon. 


By State Law, we will be required to operate on a fiscal 
year by July 1, 1977. Therefore next town meeting the 
School Directors will present a budget for your approval 
which will accomplish this as economically as possible, 


This year’s budget has been carefully prepared and in- 
cludes only expenses we feel are necessary to continue a 
high quality of education without excessive expense.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR ABSENTEE VOTERS 


In order to vote as an Absent Voter in the State of 
Vermont, the following steps are required: 


1. Request from the Town Clerk an official form on 
which to make application for an absent voter ballot. This 
request for the application form must be made by the ap- 
plicant or an authorized person in his behalf, such. request 
being made in person, by telephone, or by letter. 


2. Fill out the application form completely. 


3. This application must be returned to the Town 
Clerk not later than nine o’clock in the evening of the 
fourth day preceding the election. 


4. Employed persons who are prevented from visiting 
the polling place during voting hours by the hours of their 
employment may vote by making application personally to 
the Town Clerk for absent voter ballots; completing such 
application, and casting their votes in the presence of the 
Town Clerk. Such application must be made not later than 
nine o'clock in the evening of the fourth day preceding the 
election. 


o. A voter who is necessarily absent from his residence 
continuously from a date less than four days prior to such 
election until after such election may make application for 
absent voter ballots not later than twelve o’clock noon uf 
the day preceding such election. 


6. A voter who is taken sick from a date less than 
four days prior to such election until after such election, 
may inake such application not later than nine o'clock in 
the forenoon of the day preceding such election, provided 
that such application is accompanied by an affidavit of the 
attencing physician stating that the voter became il] subse- 
quent to iour days prior to the election and in his opinion 
the voter will necessarily be absent from such meeting by 
reason of illness.

If you are physically unable to attend the polling place 
an absent voter ballot will be delivered to you by two Jus- 
tices of the Peace, or other authorized persons, with in- 
structions for marking such ballot.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE TOWN OF PAWLET 
1975 - 1976 


This is my fourth annual report to the citizens of 
Pawlet. 


The Pawlet School District has continued to participate 
in the Speech Therapy, Consulting Teacher, Reading and 
Summer Pre-School Programs operated by the Bennington- 
Rutland Supervisory Union with Federal Funds received 
through Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act. These Programs provide essential services to those 
children who have speech, learning or reading problems. 


Resignations and enrollment resulted in having five new 
teachers on the staff this year. New Teachers appointed 
were: 


Grade 2: Miss Nancy Carpenter 
Grade 3: Miss Anne Marie Ettori 
Grade 4: Mrs, Vicki Ripley 
Grade 5: Mr. David Lahue 

Grade 6: Mr. Timothy Decker 


Mr. Joseph Gawet was appointed as Teaching Principal 
at the West Pawlet School. 


As a result of receiving Revenue Sharing Funds exten- 
Sive repairs and renovations were carried out this year. 
Among these were: remodeled playground, refinished audi- 
torium, and reinforced second floor in West Pawlet; and a 
new electrical system in Pawlet. These improvements have 
added greatly to the appearance and safety of the schools. 
The improvements in the West Pawlet auditorium have 
made it possible to use the area for instructional purposes 
such as music and physical education. 
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With the graduation of the present sixth grade, only 
one grade six teacher will be needed next year. 


The designation of Granville as the secondary receiving 
school was approved this year. However, the State Depart- 
ment of Education has indicated that there are certain ex- 
ceptions which the Board of School Directors must take into 
consideration so the designation is not entirely binding in all 
cases. 


We greatly appreciate the continued interest and sup- 
port of the citizens of Pawlet; and the Board of School Di- 
rectors, the staff of the Supervisory Union, and the school 
will continue to devote every effort to provide for the finest 
education possible for each and every child.
